_ The Trustees of the Free Public Library, in presenting 
their thirtieth annual Report, congratulate themselves and 
the public on the continued success of the institution 
under their charge, as indicated by the increased number 
of visitors, and also by the greater number of books taken 
from it. 

This increased and increasing interest taken by our citi- 
zens in this ¢heir library is very gratifying. 

The whole number of books taken during the year has 
been seventy-six thousand one hundred sixty-seven. 

Daily number of volumes delivered, two hundred forty-: 
eight. 

Total number of cards issued, eighteen thousand seven 
hundred eighty-three ; increase over last year, six hundred 
thirty-seven. 

Volumes added during the year by purchase, one thou- 
sand five hundred five; by gifts, one hundred sixty-nine 
books, four hundred eighty-two pamphlets, one hundred 
sixty-three newspapers.

All available 
space that the room affords is now occupied, and we have 
several hundred volumes that we cannot locate, including 
the larger portion of the reviews and magazines that we 
have taken since 1872. We have no space on the walls 
for posting lists of new books and notes for readers. Our 
reading desks are often overcrowded, and it is utterly im- 
possible, in our present crowded condition, to meet the 
full wants of the public, and to extend the usefulness of 
the library. 

The condition of the shelves and reading-room is not 
what it should be. 

The present janitor has charge of the whole building, 
and of several of the offices in City Hall. His duties are 
such that it is impossible for him to do the work in our 
room that is absolutely necessary for the preservation of 
the library property, and the accommodation of the public. 
It therefore seems to us that the time has fully arrived 
when we should bave a janitor qualified for the place, and 
who should give his entire time to the requirements of the 
library. .
